WASHINGTON (AP). — President Nixon named the 
cfficial party for his Middle Hast journey yesterday 


as aides rushed arrangements for what they said “will 
be far more than a ceremonial or goodwill trip.” 


Nixon embarks tomorrow morning 
on the 10-day, 14,770-mile trip that 
will carry him first to Austria for 
a rest stop, then to Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria, Israel and Jordan. 

Before he departs, Nixon is cx-

As expected, Secretary of State 
Henry A. Ki τ headed the offi- 
cial Middle East party disclosed by 
White House officials.

Brent Scowcroft, his Deputy Assis- 
tant for National Security Affairs, 
Alfred Atherton, Assistant Secreta- 
ry of State for the Middle East, 
and the U.S. envoys to the coun- 
tries he will he visiting. 

“The significance and resuits of 
the trip should not be judged on 
the specific signing of documents or 
the announcing of agreemen‘s,” 
Ziegler said. 

He said Nixon wil] stress the 
bulking of personal relations with 
Arab: and Israel leaders to follow 
up on the U.S. role as a Middle 
East peace mediator. 

“This trip will be far more than 
a ceremonial or goodwill trip be- 
cause highly substentive discussions 
will be held at every stop," Ziegler 
sald. 

In Salzburg, Australia, the Presi- 
dent will] meet with Austrian Chan- 
eeHor Bruno Kreisky on Tuesday. 

He flies on Wednesday to Cairo, 
where he will meet for the first 
time with Egyptian President An- 
war Sadat.

US. asylum 
for Soviet

TOKYO (UPI). — Soviet professor 
Boris Redkin, who defected here and 
asked for asylum in the U-S., flew to 
New York yesterday, ‘but police said 
his wife would return to the Soviet 
Union. ἡ 

Redkin, 36, a Leningrad University 
professor on 8 teaching ent 
in Japan, was allowed to leave after 
Japanese officials confirmed his 
desire for asylum in the presence of 
Soviet Embassy officials, they said. 
This is a normal procedure taken by 
the Japanese Government before it 
permits a foreigner seeking asylum 
in a third country to leave. 

Redkin went to Japanese police in 
Osaka, 485 kms, west of Tokyo, on 
Thursday, and asked for help in 
obtaining asylum in the U.S, 

He came to Japan in 1972 on a 
two-year assignment under the 
Japan-Soviet exchange programme 
and has aince been teaching Russian 
at Osaka University. 

His wife, Anna, 24, is scheduled 
to return to Moscow alone aboard a 
Russian freighter which is to leave 
Qsaka next week, police said. 

Redkin’s teaching assignment was 
to have ended this month.
